Bicy cle Traffic 
Regu lated Under 
New Indiana Law 


There will be no mo re “o ne- 
handed” ex hibitio ns o f bicy cle 
riding o r rides by m eans o f ho ld­ 
ing to tru cks o r handlebar rides, 
u nder the new bicy cle traffic 
laws ap p ro v ed by the Indiana 
General Assembly . 
The new bicy cle laws inclu de 
the fo llo wing p o ints: 
1. Ev ery p erso n riding a bicy ­ 
cle o n a ro adway shall be su b­ 
ject to the same regu latio ns ap ­ 
p licable to driv ers o f v ehicles, 
inso far as they can be ap p lied. 
This means tha t bicy cle riders 
m u st o bey all sto p signs, sto p 
o r all p referential streets, keep 
to the right a nd signal "their 
tu rns and sto p s in the m anner 
p rescribed fo r driv ers o f au to m o ­ 
biles. 
2. It is u nlawfu l fo r a bicy cle 
rider to ride o ther than u p o n the 
p erm anent and regu lar seat a t­ 
tached to the bicy cle, o r carry 
any o ther p erso ns u nless u p o n a 
seco nd regu lar seat. 
3. It is u nlawfu l fo r any p er­ 
so n riding u p o n a bicy cle, co ast­ 
er, ro ller skates o r to y v ehicle, 
to attach the same o r himself to 
any streetcar, o r v ehicle u p o n a 
ro ad way . 
4. Bicy cle riders shall no t ride 
mo re than two abreast o n any 
ro adway . 
5. No p erso n riding a bicy cle 
shall carry any p ackage o r a rti­ 
cle which p rev ents him fro m 
keep ing bo th hands u p o n the 
handle bars. 
6. Ev ery bicy cle m u st be eq u ip ­ 
p ed w ith a bell o r o ther signal 
which can be heard a t least 200 
feet, bu t no bicy cle may be 
eq u ip p ed with a siren o r a whis­ 
tle. 
7 . Ev ery bicy cle m u st hav e a 
white light o n the fro nt, v isible 
at least 500 feet, and a red lamp 
o r reflecto r o n the rear.

Clev eland, Ap ril 3 (A5)—Cleve­ 
land feared today its blood-craz­ 
ed torso slay er had struck again.

v estigations, p lanned a search 
of the Kingsbury Run district 
where two workmen y esterday 
found a woman’s right foot, 
“sawed off” at the ankle. 
The Kingsbury district, an in­ 
dustrial area, has y ielded p arts 
of four bodies in the last four 
y ears. 
Eight other mutilated 
bodies hav e been found within 
a five-mile radius. 
Mery lo and Dr. Samuel R. 
Gerber, Cuy ahoga county cor­ 
oner, refused definite comment 
on the p ossibility th at the m ur­ 
derer had taken a 13th life. 
Dr. Gerber said it would take 
him “at least a week” to ascer­ 
tain if the foot was enbalmed. 
He declared the foot was in a 
good state of p reserv ation, eitfl- 
er because it had been p ut there 
recently or because it had been 
frozen. 
The workers discov ered the 
foot in an iron barrel on a trash 
dump . 
The bodies and heads of Ed­ 
ward Andrassy , 28 , and an un­ 
identified man were found in 
Kingsbury Run creek Sep tem­ 
ber 23, 1935. 
The nex t y ear, four bodies 
were found. There were three 
in 1937 and three more last y ear. 
Most recent discovery came Aug­ 
ust 16, 1938 , when the cut-up 
bodies of a middle-aged man 
and a woman were found on a 
Lakep ort dump . 
Of the 12 v ictims, sev en hav e 
been men. 
Police hav e ques­ 
tioned more than 3,000 p ersons.

“MORE AND BETTER PENSIONS” 
Unless they can be stemmed soon by a modi­ 
cu m of sense, demands for hig her and better pen­ 
sions for the ag ed are su re to land some states 
in a financial qu ag mire from which escape will 
be difficu lt. The sad ex periences of states like 
Colorado and Sou th Dakota, where a too g ener­ 
ou s scale of allowances has brou g ht the pension 
sy stems to the v erg e of a breakdown, or of states 
like Oklahoma, Missou ri and Ohio, where po­ 
litical manipu lation and lax administration hav e 
produ ced equ ally critical situ ations — these ex ­ 
periences seem to hav e ex erted little influ ence 
toward sanity by others. 
The American Association for Social Secu rity 
in the cu rrent issu e of Social Secu rity dev otes 
considerable space to a nation-wide su rv ey it has 
made of proposed leg islativ e chang es affecting 


pensions as well as u nemploy ment compensation. 
The resu lts are tru ly astonishing , not to say start­ 
ling . More than 650 bills relating to pensions hav e 
been introdu ced in the 42 of the 45 leg islatu res 
now in session. Some are fantastic in the ex ­ 
treme and wou ld prov e ru inou s to the states 
adopting them. 
One encou rag ing reaction is noted. It is that 
the newly elected g ov ernors with few ex ceptions 
— one su ch ex ception being Gov ernor O’Daniel 
of Tex as who campaig ned on a promise of a $30 
a month pension to ev ery person of 65 — are 
taking notice of the threatening consequ ences. 
They are pu tting emphasis on “need,” on the 
ability to pay and on efficient administration. 
It remains a qu estion as to how far the g ov ­ 
ernors with sense will be able to restrain the 
leg islators. No less fanatical than many of the 
latter are some members of cong ress who, as the 
association comments, “apparently feel that only 
the sky is the limit on the amou nt which shou ld 
be paid to the ag ed.” 


BOLSTERING CONFIDENCE 
Secretary of Commerce Hopkins, despite all 
that was said of his WPA stewardship when the 
cabinet appointment was being considered, is 
said to hav e reached the conclu sion that u ncer­ 
tainty as to the fu tu re of the g ov ernment’s rela­ 
tion to bu siness and indu stry is what has been 
holding back inv estments and prev enting the 
early lau nching of billions of dollars’ worth of 
capital improv ements. 
If this official slant is maintained with a de­ 
g ree of sincerity and conv iction, economic con­ 
ditions shou ld soon beg in to show a marked trend 
in the u pward direction. 
Produ ctiv e capital is reasonably su re to come 
from hiding as a resu lt of a g enu inely co-opera­ 
tiv e policy at Washing ton. Mr. Hopkins has an 
ex ceptional opportu nity to foster a process of 
economic reju v enation that promises to mean 
mu ch for the fu tu re of American workers, bu si-* 
ness men, financiers and indu strialists, for most 
of the cou ntry ’s cu rrent ills may be attribu ted 
to what has been, u p to now, a sig nal lack of 
confidence in what the g ov ernment proposes 
to do.

Air Streng th Impo rta nt 
Bu t if it really comes to a bat­ 
tle for food, as it did in the las 
war, Eng land herself is not in­ 
v u lnerable. Strateg ists point ou 
that Germany , in command o 
the air, cou ld well nig h starv e 
Eng land to her 'knees. 
It may be tru e that a wel 
armed nav y can defy an air ar 
mada. That is y et to be tested in 
war. Bu t it is certain that mer­ 
chant v essels can be destroy ed 
from the air.

WAGE VIOLENT WAR 


Colombia, Mo. (JP) — Two tiny 
enemy insects, one a destroy er 
and the other a defender, are 
battling in American orchards 
with valuable fruit crops at 
stake. 
The invader is the Oriental 
fruit moth that was introduced 
by accident into New England or­ 
chards and spread in waves 
through the midwest and to Mis­ 
souri. 
Entomologists of the United 
States department of agriculture 
said the moth was a “serious 
threat” to the American fruit 
industry . ~ 
They began to ex periment with 
various other insects to find if 
the Oriental destroy er had a nat­ 
ural enemy in this country . They 
finally discovered a dwarf wasp 
that is a wanton killer of Ori­ 
ental moths. 
The wasp is a native in this re­ 
gion and the entomologists now 
are pouring more and more of 
the defending troopers into the 
infested regions to battle the 
moths. In these wasp-protected 
areas fruit damage by the moths 
has been trifling, the ex perts re­ 
ported.

The actu al mo ney mu st be made 
av ailable in separate legislatio n,

passing the ho u se v irtu ally with­ 
o u t o ppo sitio n. 
The first planes o rdered, o ffi­ 
cials said, will be giant fo u r-mo ­ 
to r bo mbers su ch as the ex isting

Washingto n, April 3 (JP) — 
President Ro o sev elt’s fo u r ap­ 
po intments to the su preme co u rt 
will affect the tribu nal fo r abo u t 
15 y ears, if histo rical av erages 
mean any thing. 
The co u rt has been a go ing 
co ncern fo r abo u t a centu ry and 
a half. It has had ten chief 
ju stices with an av erage length 
o f serv ice o f 15 y ears. 
No t 
co u nting the present ju stices, 
the co u rt has had 7 0 members. 
The to tal length o f their serv ices 
was 1,130 y ears, an av erage o f 
abo u t 16 y ears. 
The fact th at the Ro o sev elt 
appo intees hav e been co mpara­ 
tiv ely y o u ng may pro lo ng their 
serv ice and thu s imprint the 
v iews o f this administratio n o n 
the co u rt decisio ns fo r a lo nger 
perio d. 
Giv en a helpfu l v o te 
fro m o ne o f the fiv e members 
who already were o n the co u rt, 
these appo intees can hand do wn 
the ru ling o pinio n. By them ­ 
selv es, they can speak as a 
weighty mino rity . 
Eight ju stices hav e serv ed 30 
y ears o r mo re, the lo ngest term 
hav ing been th at o f Stephen 
Jo hnso n Field. He went o n the 
bench in 1863 at the age o f 46 
and serv ed 35 y ears. Twenty - 
fo u r o f the 7 9 ju stices, co u nting 
tho se no w o n the bench, hav e 
been u nder 50 when appo inted. 
Only fo u r, ho wev er, hav e been 
y o u nger than William O. Do u g­ 
las, the newest appo intee, who 
is 40. They were James Iredell, 
38, named by President Wash­ 
ingto n; Bu shro d Washingto n, 36, 
named by President Adams; Wil­ 
liam Jo hnso n, 32, appo inted by 
President Jefferso n, and Jo seph 
Sto ry , 32, no minated by Presi­ 
dent Madiso n. 
So little tho u ght was giv en to 
the co u rt in the early day s that 
when the capito l was established 
in Washingto n, no pro v isio n was 
made fo r the su preme co u rt. The

died in 1830, his place was taken 
by Henry Baldwin, a firey mem­ 
ber o f co ngress fro m western 
Pennsy lv ania. He o wned hn u n­ 
go v ernable temper and the finest 
law library in the West. 
He 
smo ked black cigars, chain fash­ 
io n, and o ften wo rked all night. 
Sitting with him o n the bench 
was a do u r, silent o ld man, Ga­ 
briel Du v al o f Mary land. Du v al 
had been 58 when appo inted. A 
feV y ears later he lo st his hear­ 
ing and spent almo st a sco re o f 
y ears o n the bench, u nable to 
hear a wo rd o f the argu ments. 
This did no t o ccu r to him as 
any impediment to his serv ice, 
ho wev er, and the co u rt to o k no 
su ch actio n to ward him as it did 
25 y ears later to Ro bert Co o per 
Grier. 
^ 
Grier at 7 6 had beco me v ery 
feeble. He switched his v o te o n 
an impo rtant decisio n. The nex t 
week his co lleagu es sent a mes­ 
sage to him by Ju stice Field that 
it was their u nanimo u s o pinio n 
that he o u ght to resign. He did. 
Twenty -sev en y ears later, Ju s- 
stice Harlan was asked to co nv ey 
to Field the same message th at 
he had taken to Grier. Harlan 
tried to so ften the news by re­ 
calling to Field th at earlier in­ 
cident. 
“Yes, and it was the dirtiest 
deed o f my life,” gro wled the 
feeble o ld man. Field resigned, 
bu t made it clear th at he did so 
u nder pro test.
